Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

As  stated  at  the  end  of  the  Medical  Officer* s  Annual 
Report,  I  herewith  append  an  abbreviated  Report  on  the  work  in 
my  Department  during  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1940. 

This  is  the  Fifteenth  Annual  Report  I  have  had  the 
honour  of  presenting  to  you,  and  my  second  during  the  War. 

As  you  are  all  aware,  my  duties  during  the  War  period 
have  been  many  and  varied  because  of  the  National  Emergency, 
and  have  been  carried  out  at  all  hours  of  the  day  and  night • 
but  notwithstanding  this,  I  have  carried  out  certainly  the 
greater  part  of  my  Public  Health  work,  and  I  think  I  can  say 
that,  generally,  sanitary  conditions  have  been  very  satisfactc 

The  year  commenced  with  9  outstanding  nuisances  and 
these,  together  with  a  further  167  have  been  remedied  during 
the  year.  At  the  close  of  1940  there  were  4  nuisances  still 
requiring  attention. 


FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 


All  Factories  have  been  inspected  regularly,  and 
apart  from  Notice  from  the  Factory.  Inspector  of  inadequate 
sanitary  arrangements  at  Carlton,  everything  has  been  satis¬ 
factory. 


The  nuisance  at  Carlton  was  only  temporary,  and  was 
quickly  remedied  by  the  provision  of  new  conveniences. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 


The  number  of  Slaughterhouses  in  the  area  remains 
unchanged  and  they  are  situate  as  follows 


Bramhope  1 
Pool  1 
Langbar  2 
Norwood  1 


All  were  licenced  for  the  year  under  review,  but 
during  the  major  portion  of  the  period,  have  not  been  used 
owing  to  Government  restrictions. 

Owing  to  these  restrictions  the  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  the  area  has  considerably  decreased,  although 
several  pigs  have  been  killed  on  farms  for  home  consumption.

At  Denton  the  supply  is  now  satisfactory  -  certain 
repairs  to  the  Well  having  been  successfully  carried  out  -  and 
at  Bramhope  the  unsatisfactory  supply  has  been  cut  off  and  a 
service  laid  on  from  the  Leeds  main. 


During  the  year  new  water  mains  have  been  laid  to 
serve  the  Village  of  Timble  and  improvements  have  also  been 
carried  out  at  the  Storage  Tanks  and  Collecting  Chambers. 

Each  service  pipe  has  been  provided  with  a  stop  cock, 
and  it  is  not  now  necessary  to  turn  the  water  off  at  the  main 
whenever  a  burst  occurs.  On  several  occasions  in  the  past, 
these  bursts  have  resulted  in  the  storage  tanks  being  emptied. 

The  following  lengths  of  pipe  have  been  laid  during 

the  year:- 

Bramhope  300  yards  ltt  iron  pipe. 

Timble  Great  1,44-0  yards  3”  iron  pipe. 

SEWERAGE  ETC. 


In  order  to  deal  with  the  increasing  flow  of  sewage, 
additions  and  alterations  have  been  carried  out  at  the  Pool 
Sewageworks,  and  conditions  are  at  present  fairly  satisfactory. 

The  scheme  for  the  sewering  of  Askwith,  to  which 
reference  was  made  in  my  last  report,  was  completed  during  the 
year  and  the  drains  from  several  of  the  properties  were 
connected  to  the  system  in  November  and  December  -  the  remaining 
properties  having  been  connected  during  1941. 

The  Works  are  very  efficient  and  require  little 
attention,  and  only  one  day  a  week  is  3et  aside  by  the  Council's 
workman  for  clearing  away  the  sludge. 

The  following  lengths  of  pipes  have  been  laid  during 
the  year:- 

Pool  Bank  350  yards  4”  cast  iron  and 

Earthenware  pipes. 

Askwith  1,341  yards  9tt  earthenware  pipes. 

201  yards  6"  earthenware  pipes.

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MILK  &  DAIRIES  ORDER,  1926. 
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During  the  year  I  have  made  221  inspections  of  Farm 
premises,  and  in  view  of  the  large  amount  of  extra  work  which 
has  been  placed  upon  the  farmers,  the  condition  of  the  farms 
was  very  gratifying. 

The  number  of  "Accredited"  milk  licences  issued  has 
increased  from  51  to  55,  but  the  number  of  "Tuberculin  Tested" 
Licences  is  the  same  as  last  year,  viz.  2. 

In  response  to  the  Government  appeal  for  more  milk, 
several  Farms  which  were  previously 

used  for  cattle  rearing  have  been  registered  for  milk  production, 
and  I  feel  that  the  Farmers  in  Wharfedale  are  really  doing 
everything  they  can  to  help  the  Country. 

During  the  year  112  samples  of  milk  have  been  taken, 

08  of  which  were  satisfactory  and  24  not  satisfactory.

The  Ambulance  is  for  use  by  all  Wharfedale  residents 
and  an  arrangement  has  been  made  whereby  the  Otley  Council  can 
also  use  the  vehicle  if  their  own  Ambulance  is  not  available. 

Up  to  the  end  of  1940,  12  journeys  had  been  made  and 
the  total  distance  travelled  was  295  miles.
